AN ACT 


To protect the civilian employees of the executive branch’ of the 
United States Government in the -enjoyment. of thelr. con- 
stitutional rights and to prevent unwarranted governmental 

invasions of their privacy. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and H ouse of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
SEOTION 1. It’shall be unlawful for any officer of any 
‘executive department any executive agency of the United 


States Government, or for any person acting or purporting 


to act under his authority, to do any of the following things:

(d) To require or request, or to attempt to require 
or request, any civilian employee of the United States serv- 
ing in the department or agency to make any report con- 
cerning any of his activities or undertakings unless such 
activities or undertakings are related to the performance of 


official duties to which he is or may be assigned in the 
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department or agency, or to the development of skills, know!- 
edge, or abilities which qualify him for the performance of 
such duties, or unless there is reason to believe that the 
civilian employee is engaged in outsitle activities or employ-

branch of the United States Governnicnt under his authority 
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or subject to his supervision to perform any of the acts or 
submit to any of the requirements made unlawful by section 
1 of this Act. 

Sec. 4. Whenever any officer of any executive depart- 
ment or any executive agency of the United States Gov- 
ernment, or any person acting or purporting to act under his 
authority, or any commissioned officer as defined in section 
101 of title 10, United States Code, or any member of the 
Armed Forces acting or purporting to act under his author- 
ity, violates or threatens to violate any of the provisions of 
section 1, 2, or 3 of this Act, any civilian employee of the 
United States serving in any department or agency of the 
United States Government, or any person applying for 
employment in the executive branch of the United States 
Government, or any person seeking to establish civil service 
status or eligibility for employment in the executive Graheh 
of the United States Government, affected or aggrieved by 
the violation or threatened violation, may bring a civil action . 
in his own behalf or in behalf of himself and others 
similarly situated, against the offending officer or person in 
the United States district court for the district in which the 
violation occurs or is threatencd, or the district in which the 
offending officer or person is found, or in the United States 
District Court for the District of Columbia, to prevent 


the threatened violation or to obtain redress against the

consequences of the violation. The Attorney General shall 
defend all officers or persons sued under this section 
who acted pursuant to an order, regulation, or directive, 
or who, in his opinion, did not willfully violate the 
provisions of this Act. Such Unitec States district court 
shall have jurisdiction to try and dete:mine such civil action 
irrespective of the actuality or amout of pecuniary injury 
done or threatened, and without regard to whether the 
aggrieved party shall have exhausted any administrative 
remedies that may be provided by luw, and to issue such 
restraining order, interlocutory injunct on, permanent injunc- 
tion, or mandatory injunction, or ente: such other judgment 
or decree as may be necessary or appropriate to prevent 
the threatened violation, or to afford the plaintiff and others 
similarly situated complete relief against the consequences of 
the violation.

Sxc. 5. (a) There is hereby established a Board on 
Employees’ Rights (hereinafter referred to as the “Board’’) .

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(d) Two members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. | 

(e) The Board may appoint and fix the compensation 
of such officers, attorneys, and employe:s, and make such 
expenditures, as may be necessary to cary out its functions. 

(f) The Board shall make such rules and regulations 
as shall be necessary and proper to carry out its functions. 

(g) The Board shall have the authority and duty to 
receive and investigate written complair ts from or on be- 
half of any person claiming to be affected or aggrieved by 
any violation or threatened violation of tlis Act and to con- 
duct a hearing on each such complaint Within ten days — 
after the receipt of any such complain., the Board shall 
furnish notice of the time, place, and nature of the hearing 
thereon to all interested parties. The Joard shall render 
its final decision with respect to any complaint within thirty 
days after the conclusion of its hearing therzon. 

(h) Officers or representatives of any Federal employee 
organization in any degree concerned with employment of 
the category in which any alleged vioation of this Act 
occurred or is threatened shall be given an opportunity to 


participate in each hearing conducted under this section, 


- through submission of written data, vievs, or arguments, 


and in the discretion of the Board, with o»portunity for oral 


presentation. Government employees called upon by any

or subsequent offense by any such officer or employee, 
order the suspension without pay of such officer or em- 
ployee from the position or office held by him for a 
period of not to exceed thirty days or order the removal 
of such officer or employee from such position or office;

(B) in the case of any offense by any officer ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, transmit a report concerning such 
violation to the President and the Congress. 

(1) If the Board shall determine that any violation 
of this Act has been committed or threatened by any officer 


of any of the Armed Forces of the United States, or any 
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‘person purporting to act under authority conferred by such 
officer, the Board shall (1) atte a report thereon to the 
President, the Congress, and the Secretary of the military 
department concerned, (2) endeavor to climinate any un- 
lawful act or practice which constitutes such a violation by 
informal methods of conference, conciliation, and persuasion, 
and (3) refer its determination and the record in the case 
to any person authorized to-convene general courts-martial - 
under section 822 (article 22) of title 10, United States 


Code. Thereupon such person shall take immediate steps 


_ to dispose of the matter under chapter 47 of title 10, United 


States Code (Uniform Code of Military Justice). 

. (m) Any party aggrieved by any final determination 
or order of the Board may institute, in the district court of 
the United States for the judicial district wherein the viola- 


tion or threatened violation of this Act occurred, or in the 


‘United States District Court for the District of Columbia, 
a civil action for the review of such determination or order. 


Tn any such action, the court shall have jurisdiction to (1) 


affirm, modify, or set aside any determination or order made 


by the Board which is under review, or (2) require the 


Board to make any determination or order which it is author- 


ized to make under subsection (k), but which it has refused 


to make. The reviewing court shall set aside any finding, 


conclusion, determination, or order of the Board as to which

complaint is made which is unsupported by substantial evi- 
dence on the record considered as a whole. 

(n) The Board shall submit, not later than March 31 
of each year, to the Senate and House of Representatives, 
respectively, a report on its activities under this section dur- 
ing the immediately preceding calen:‘lar year, including a 
statement concerning the nature of all complaints filed with 
it, its determinations and orders resulting from hearings 
thereon, and the names of all officers or employees of the 
United States with respect to whom ar:y penalties have been 
imposed under this section. 

(o) There are authorized to be appropriated sums nec- 
essary, not in excess of $100,000, to curry out the provisions 
of this section. 

Sec. 6. Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed 
to prohibit an officer of the Centra] Intelligence Agency or 
of the National Security Agency from requesting any civilian 
employee or applicant to take a polygraph test, or to take a 
psychological test, designed to elicit {rom him information 
concerning his personal relationship with any person con- 
nected with him by blood or marriage, or concerning his 
religious beliefs or practices, or concerning his attitude or 
conduct with respect to sexual matters, or to provide a per- 
sonal financial statement, if the Director of the Central 


Intelligence Agency or his designee cr the Director of the

finding with regard to each individual to be so tested or 
examined that such test or information is required to protect 
the national security. 

Src. 7. No civilian employee of the United States serving 
in the Central Intelligence Agency or the National Security 
Agency, and no individual or organization acting in behalf 
of such employee, shall be permitted to invoke the provisions 
of sections 4 and 5 without first submitting a written com- 
plaint to the agency concerned about the threatened or actual 
violation of this Act and affording such agency one hundred 
and twenty days from the date of such complaint to prevent 
the threatened violation or to redress the actual violation: 
Provided, however, That nothing in this Act shall be con- 
stewed to affect any existing authority of the Director of Cen- 
tral Intelligence under section 403 (c), of title 50, United 
States Code, and any authorities available to the National 
Security Agency under section 833 of title 50, United States 
Code, to terminate the employment of any employee. 

Sec. 8. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect 


in any way the authority of the Directors of the Central 


- Intelligence Agency or the National Security Agency to pro- 


tect or withhold information pursuant to statute or executive 


order. The personal certification by the Director of the

agency that disclosure of any information is inconsistent with 
the provision of any statute or Executive order shall be con- 
clusive and no such information shall b: admissible in evi- 


dence in any interrogation under secticn 1(k) or in any 


civil action under section 4 or in’ any proceeding or civil

Src. 9. This Act shall not be applicable to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Sec. 10. Nothing contained in sections 4 and 5 shall 
be construed to prevent establishment of department and 
agency grievance procedures to enforce this Act, but the 
existence of such procedures shall not preclude any applicant 
or employee from pursuing the remedies established by this 
Act or any other remedies provided by law: Provided, 
however, That if under the procedures established; the em-: 
ployee or applicant has obtained complete protection against 
threatened violations or complete redress for violations, such 
action may be pleaded in bar in the United States district 
court or in proceedings before the Bcard on Employee 
Rights: And provided further, That if an employee elects 
to seek a remedy under either section 4 or section 5, he 
waives his right to proceed by an indepcndent action under 


the remaining section. 
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Sec. 11. If any provision of this Act or the application 
of any provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the remainder of this Act or the application of such
